1 . DESPITE INTENTIONAL JAMMING AGAINST RADIO FREE EUROPE 
BROADCASTS IN POLISH, GOOD TO FAIR AND OCCASIONALLY EXCELLENT 
RECEPTION OBTAINED IN BOTH WARSAW AND KRAKOW DURING LARGE 
PORTION OF DAILY TRANSMISSION PERIOD, 0400-2300 GMT, FROM 

AT LEAST ONE OR MORE SHORWAVE FREQUENCIES. JAMMING IS 
ACCOMPLISHED BY SUPERIMPOSING A BROADCAST SIGNAL ON EACH 
INDIVIDUAL RFE POLISH FREQUENCY, THEN DISTORTING THAT 
BROADCAST, EFFECTIVELY DEGRADING INTENDED SIGNAL. JAMMING 
EFFECTIVENESS WAS MORE SEVERE DURING EARLY MORNING AND LATE 
EVENING PERIODS. 

DISTORTED VOICE JAMMERS ARE LOCATED IN CITIES, BUT UNABLE 
PARALLEL WITH ANY LOCAL MEDIUMWAVE, LONGWAVE OR FM (UHF) 
BROADCAST IN EITHER WARSAW OR KRAKOW. DISTORTED VOICE TYPE 
JAMMING IS ONE METHOD USED IN USSR AGAINST RADIO LIBERTY 
AND OTHER FOREIGN BROADCASTERS. 

2. RFE CZECH BROADCASTS ALSO OBSERVED WITH GOOD TO FAIR 
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AND AT TIME EXCELLENT SIGNALS IN KRAKOW DURING DAILY TRANS 
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MISSION PERIOD, 0400-2400 GMT, ALTHOUGH BRADCAST SUFFERS 
DEGRADATION BY CONVENTIONAL NOISE TYPE SOVIET JAMMERS. 

3. RECEPTION VOA POLISH AND CZECH GOOD TO OCCASIONALLY 

FAIR IN WARSAW AND KRAKOW ON AT LEAST TWO OR MORE OF APPLIED 
FREQUENCIES.

(A) RFE MEDIUMWAVE FREQUENCY 719 KHZ COOMPLETELY COVERED 
BY LOCAL STATION IN WARSAW ON FREQUENCY 721 KHZ. RECEPTION 
ERRATIC IN KRAKOW DUE TO UNSETTLED PROPAGATION CONDITIONS 
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DURING ONE EVENING PERIOD. 

(B) CO-CHANNEL INTERFERENCE STILL EXISTS FROM MINSK 
TRANSMITTER ON MUN 1196 (MW), HOWEVER, BELIEVE NOT AS 
SEVERE NOW AS PREVIOUS.
